Post was recently appoint- 
ed to the office of Executive 
Director of the Lake County 
Crime Commission, a posi- 
tion formerly held by. Robert 
Fishel. - ' ■ 

The Safety Commission 
post pays ~$7,500 a year and 
_is_a_ county office whereas, 
funds for support of the 
Crime Commission come 
and the Commission has no 
official standing. 

The Safely Commission 
has been beset with difficul- 
. ties off and on since its in- 
ception and most of the 
trouble has come with the 
appointment of the director. 
There is some agitation 
among county board mem- 
bers to do away with the 
commission or at least the 
paid director, but it is ex- 
pected Jthat a successor to 
Post wflf be appointed. 

Post was appointed to the 
position after former Sheriff 
Charles Larson told commis- 
sion members and county 
board members (bat he could 
hot conscientiously handle 
the duties of that office along 
. with those of Sheriff.

Irish immigration .appears 
to- have suffered markedly 
under the application of the 
new Jaw. .

Irish Immigration Committee

Without fanfare or head- 
lines the Congress recently 
passed a significant piece of 
anticrime legislation, des-_ 
cribed generally as the "Ob- 
-Stru ction of Criminal Invest o- 
gations" bill. This measure 
(S. 676) makes .it a federal 
offense to threaten, intimi- 
date, or bribe a witness to a 
criminal investigation, and 
subjects violators to stiff 
fines arid imprisonment. The. 
new law is aimed' primarily 
at members of the organized 
crime syndicate "who have 
thwarted numerous criminal 
investigations by bribing, in- 
timidating, kidnaping and 
even murdcring~witnesses to; 
the investigation. While it is 
already an offense to attack 
witnesses when an actual 
trial is in progress, the new 
law covers the investigative 
process' Which must be un- 
dertaken before a criminal 
proceeding can be instituted. 
In enacting this legislation, 
the Federal Government has 
followed the lead of 'several 
of the states which have al- 
ready provided similar stat- 
utes relating to offenses com- 
mitted within their borders. 
As the Report of tlie House 
Judiciary Committee points 
out, the real need for this 
legislation is- in preparing 
cases for trial Vin the field of 
organized crime and racket- 
eering*''''." In cases of that 
type, "witnesses consistently 
refuse, to .cooperate*** be- 
cause of -threats or other 
kinds of intimidations direct- 
ed at them or. their families." 
The ability of organized 
crime t o impos e sil ence_on. 
Tts-members and thereby pro- 
tect both the leaders and the 
membership is the primary 
source of its; power and af- 
fluence. 

The enactment-^ -S.-676 
should, enable this strangle- 
hold of the . organized crim-. 
inal to be broken. Thus, a 
new weapon in fethe wari 
against crime is forged. How- 
ever, much more must be 
done by the Congress and by 
the law enforcement agencies 
before any - real prograess 
against crime and its by-pro- 
ducts can be, realized.

The increasing frequency 
of accidents which take the 
lives of a husband and wife 
at the same time have made 
it r-necessary to^ include _ in 
wills a provision for such 
common * disasters, as they 
are, legally called. , Without 
such provisions disputes can 
arise.. because, it is often im- 
possible to determine' who 
died first. 

Prior to the advent of the

If husband and wife die at . 
the same instant, qr the wife - 
dies' first, -or if precedence 
in death cannot be deter- 
mined, the entire estate pass- 
es to their children, grand- 
children or other legal heirs 
as defined by law. 

If the "husband dies first 
one-third of his estate passes 
to the wife at the instant of 
his death, and two-thirds to 
his children or grandchil- 
dren. The one-third the wife 
receives must pass through 
her estate, after her death 
before reaching the chil- 
dren or grandchildrenr Two 
estates are created and both 
are subject to taxes and oth- 
er expenses. 

If the husband has no chil- 
dren and he dies first, his 
entire estate passes to his - 
wife, and at her death all of 
it goes to her legal heirs, as 
defined by law, rather than 
to relatives of the husband. 
Similarly,, any property held 
in joint tenancy reverts auto- 
matically to~the wife, if the 
husband dies first, and pass- 
es as her estate, either to 
their children or to her other 
legal heirs. 

If. a husband leaves a will 
which has no common-disas- 
ter clause, the distribution of - 
his estate in such an event 
depends upon a number of 
factors, including which per- 
son died first, whether the 
wife had a separate will, and 
so forth. A will with 'a 
proper common - disaster 
clause is the only guarantee 
that the estate will ' be dis- 
tributed according to ! the 
wishes of the deceased, no 
matter what happens/
